I,  William  Cook,  of  the  Town  and  County  of  the  Town  of  Kingston*  upon- 
5  Hull,  Coppersmith,  do  hereby  declare  the  nature  of  the  said  Invention  for 
“  A  Smoke  Consumer,”  to  be  as  follows  (that  is  to  say)  : — 

My  Invention,  which  has  reference  to  a  mode  of  consuming  smoke  by 
causing  it  to  pass  through  the  fire  or  furnace  on  its  passage  to  the  shaft  or 
chimney,  consists  in  constructing  furnaces  or  fire-places  to  which  the  same  may 
10  be  applied,  with  an  opening  or  aperture  at  the  lower  portion  or  base  of  the 
grate  or  furnace  communicating  with  the  shaft  or  chimney  in  such  manner 
that  the  smoke  which  is  prevented  from  passing  into  the  shaft,  as  at  present, 
is  thereby  carried  downwards  through  the  fire  and  consumed,  the  inconsumable 
gases  or  vapours  only  being  passed  off  into  the  atmosphere.
